This ditiinguishtd gentleman breathed 
his iS on Sunday evening, the Sth inst, at 
about half-past 7 o’clock, at the executive 
mansion in this city. Rev. Alexander 
Clarke, D. D., was an eminent minister of 
the Methodist Protestant church, the editor 
of the Methodist Recorder, published in 
Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania, and the author 
of a number of religious and literary works.

While there confined to his bed for three or 
four weeks, the governor and his excellent 
wife showed him Every possible attention 
and ffforded him #*efy Comfort and luxury 
that’be Could desire. Nor for one moment, 
day nor night, did he lack for attentions as 
assiduous and as tender as ii he had been 
surrounded by his own family. One of our 
best physitians, Ur. Alexander, assisted in 
consultation by Dr. W. F. Westmoreland, 
was unremitting in his attentions to the 
last. But medical science was of no ayail. 
Many of our citizens, but more particularly 
the ministers of vAflotts denominations, visit- 
ed him frequently during his illness and did 
what they could to cheer and comfort him. 
For the last few days his 50n has been with 
him, also a guest of Govérnor Colquitt, and 
has now returned home with his father’s re- 
inains. A brief funeral service w& held at 
the executive mansion yesterday, Dr. H. H. 
Tucker officiating, and the réverend clergy 
of the city atting as pall bearers.
